Photo: 11-B 71 and 72 feature patron saint of the Ukraine - St. Vladimir - over- 
looking the Dnieper River. Public beaches in background. St. Vladimir, who is 
now referred to only as "Vladimir", is looking eastward. 

Photos 11-B 67 and 68 were taken from Vladimir Hills, west of the Dnieper River. 
Photo 11-19-d features a group of Soviet soldiers walking in a park in Vladimir 
Hills. ‘The photo was taken from the west side of Dnieper, at Vladimir Hills. 
Photo 11-18-d features a Dnieper River "tram", a ferry from the suburbs. Fhoto 
was taken from Vladimir Hills on the west side of the Dnieper.
